postmaster at Victor, a United Ststei 
offidsl, s ssrias of strsst fl^ts were 
commcncad between men of Victor 
and skiers of the National guard on 
duty there. He swears that each 
fight was planned by either Geit 
Reardon or Maj. McClelland and car¬ 
ried out under their actual direction. 
The instructions were to ''knock 
them d/iwn; knock their teeth down 
their throst; bend in their fsces; 
kick in their ribs, snd do everything 
t^xcept kill them." He swears, snd 
his evidence is corroborsted >y men 
who were with bhn in the work, thst 
about the middle of February Gen. 


Reardon snd Maj. McClelland ordered 
him and Sergt. J. A. Chase of Troop 
C, First cavalry, to hold up or shoot 
up the men coming oS shift at the 
Vindicator mine at s o'clock in the 
morning. When thst was found im- 
prscticsbl,e he was ordered to fire 
fifty or sixty shots into the Vindica¬ 
tor shaft bouse during the. night. 
Instead of taking SergU Chase with 
him, Gordon Walter, of the same 
troop, seco' panied the officer, and 
thry fired sixty shots into the Vindi¬ 
cator snd Lillie shaft houses, report¬ 
ing later concerning the work to Gen. 
Reardon and Maj. McClelland. Gen. 
Rurdott, in giring bis directions re¬ 
garding the shooting up of the Vindi¬ 
cator ehaft honee, stated that "Gov. 
Peabody, Gen. Bell, himself snd my¬ 
self (Ellison) were the only ones who 
knew anything about the plan," 
which he insisted was intended to 
force, the mine owners, to come up 
with promised money. 

A eimiiar attack on the Findlay 
mine was coontermsaded because, at 
Gtn. Reardon said, "THE MINE 
OWNERS HAD PUT UP."

At II o'clock that night be 
was informed of what had ocenred 
to Depnty Sheriff Watters and hit 
posse and accompanied Cspt. Moore 
in pursuit of the mob. 

CAPT. MOORE INSISTED UPON

though Ellison demonstrated to 
thst the mob could only have gone 
on the Canon road. 


Sergt. Gordon Walter not alone 
corroborates Ellison with reference 
to the shooting up of the Vindicator 
and Lillie shaft houses, implicating 
Gen. Reardon in the matter, but 
gives further psriiculsis of the man¬ 
ner in which the mine owners direct¬ 
ed the wrecking of the union store 
on Bennett avenue. He charges A. 
E. Carlton snd Harry Watters with, 
not alone lesdiog the mob, but with 
directing the deportation of the men 
employed in the store. 

Sergt J. A. Chase, in an affidavit, 
corroborates Maj. Ellison snd Se^':;* 
Walters in every fact stated by the*^' 
in which name is mentioned 

In addition to these sworn sta^" 
ments, Frederick L. Wsrbnrton an 
D. C. O’Neil, two of the men who 
were tsken from the ^eriff’s posse, 
have prepared affidavits showing 
that Watters snd W. N. Dingman 
arranged their deportation in such a 
way as to make the brutalities they 
underwent not alone possible but in¬ 
evitable. 

All affidavits speak for them¬ 
selves and are in line with the scent 
of the two bloodhounds that went 
unerringly to a "mine owner" detec¬ 
tive's bouse when put ou the track 
of the perpetrators of the Independ¬ 
ence disaster.
